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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 14-39 are allowed 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art is 

Althaus et al (Journal of Crystal Growth). Althaus et al teaches a device or producing a 

monocrystal by growing from a melt of raw materials with a heating appliance comprising a 

rotationally symmetrical furnace with a rotation axis, a floor heater and a cover heater that can be 

controlled to different temperatures. Althaus et al teaches a uniform insulation. Althaus et al does 

not teach or suggest an insulating device that is structured and arranged in such a way that a heat 

or 

flow in a radial direction perpendicular to the rotation axis can be controlled provides an 
insulating effect having a gradient from the cover heater to the floor heater.
